Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
concerning  public  health  affairs  for  the  year  1937.  There  is  not 
much  of  outstanding  significance  on  which  I  may  specially  focus 
your  attention.  If  I  may  indicate  a  few  items  perhaps  more  worthy 
of  notice  than  others,  I  would  mention  an  extensive  epidemic  of 
Influenza  accompanied  by  a  severe  type  of  sore  throat  in  the  first 
four  months  of  the  year,  and  it  was  during  these  months  that  diph¬ 
theria,  of  which  there  were  31  notifications,  was  most  prevalent  as 
well,  happily,  I  am  pleased  to  record,  without  fatality. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  relate  that  only  ten  babies  died  in  1937 
— this  is  four  less  than  for  the  preceding  year.  You  may  have  noticed 
that  among  the  infant  deaths  in  this  and  previous  years,  a  much 
larger  proportion  of  the  deaths  occur  among  children  artificially  fed 
than  among  those  suckled  by  their  mothers.  'The  percentage  mortali¬ 
ties  for  the  respective  methods  of  feeding  for  the  years  1937  and 
19-36  are  as  follows  : — 

1937.  Breast  fed,  2.63  per  cent.  Artificially  fed,  5.77  per  cent 
1936.  Breast  fed,  0.0  per  cent.  Aitificially  fed,  27.5  per  cent. 

These  are  noteworthy  figures,  and  should  serve  as  an  encouragement 
to  mothers  by  all  means  to  suckle  their  babies. 
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As  you  have  not  taken  any  prominent  steps  in  the  provision  of 
a  swimming  bath  or  gymnasia  for  encouragement  of  the  keep  fit 
campaign,  may  I  venture  to  suggest  that  you  throw  open  the  Park 
and  Playing  Fields  to  games  after  mid-day  on  Sunday.  I  here  is  not 
a  great  deal  of  time  and  opportunity  afforded  to  both  young  and  older 
people  to  indulge  in  recreative  out-of-door  games  during  a  week  of 
hard  work,  and  closing  the  park  and  fields  to  games  on  Sunday  seems 
to  me  an  unnecessary  deprivation  of  their  prescriptive  right  to  occu¬ 
py  the  little  leisure  they  have  in  games  if  they  so  desire.  I  am  well 
aware  that  what  I  am  asking  may  by  some  be  regarded  as  a  violation 
of  the  hoary  custom  of  Sunday  observance,  but  we  live  in  an  enlight¬ 
ened  age,  and  the  tyranny  of  a  custom,  however  venerable  or  tradi¬ 
tional,  is  still  a  tyranny  from  which  every  freedom  loving  mind  seeks 
release.  Cyclists  and  motorists  take  to  the  roads  on  Sunday  for  rea¬ 
sons  best  known  to  themselves.  Why  should  not  those  who  are 
neither  the  one  nor  the  other  be  allowed  to  indulge  in  a  pleasant 
game  in  the  park  if  they  so  desire  ?  I  commend  this  proposal  to 
your  thoughtful  consideration.

The  area  is  an  industrial  one,  and  a  large  proportion  of  female 
labour  is  employed.  The  chief  industries  are:  Cotton  and  Woollen 
Spinning  and  Weaving,  and  a  number  of  others  issuing  from  these, 
such  as  Bleaching,  Dyeing  and  Printing.  Besides  the  above  there 
are  Engineering,  Paper  Making,  Soap  Making,  Quarrying  (Millstone 
Grit),  a  Chemical  Works,  and  Farming.  These  varied  industries  in 
our  midst  have  had  the  effect  of  limiting  the  number  of  unemployed 
so  that  the  percentage  has  rarely  reached  10.  Such  illnesses  as 
bronchial  trouble  and  dermatitis  are  due  to  dust  and  liquids  employ¬ 
ed  in  the  manufacturing  processes,  but  are  not  very  numerous.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Excluding  Tuberculosis,  there  were  ioo  notifications  of  Infec¬ 
tious  Diseases,  30  of  which  were  of  diphtheria  and  one  of  membran¬ 
ous  croup.  The  incidence  of  diphtheria  which  during  1936  rose 
much  above  the  average  for  the  preceding  five  years,  continued  with 
slight  decrease  during  1937.  The  disease,  like  that  in  1936,  was  not 
of  a  malignant  character,  and  no  death  occurred.  Notifications  of 
scarlet  fever  were  considerably  less  than  for  each  of  the  preceding 
two  years,  but  those  of  pneumonia  were  slightly  in  excess  of  those 
in  1936.  During  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of 
influenza,  accompanied  by  a  severe  tvpe  of  sore  throat,  prevailed, 
and  it  will  be  observed  from  the  table  of  monthly  incidence  that 
during  these  months  most  of  the  diphtheria  and  pneumonia  cases 
occurred,  which  suggests  some  relationship  at  least  between  the 
se\ere  throat  affections  and  diphtheria  itself. 
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The  subjoined  table  gives  a  comparison  of  last  year’s  notifica¬ 
tions  with  those  of  the  previous  five  years.

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  from  the  Public  Health  Office, 
but  only  the  insignificant  amount  of  8,000  units  were  requisitioned 
during  the  year.  As  I  have  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  this  low 
demand  locally  for  antitoxin  is  a  consequence  of  the  prompt  notifica¬ 
tion  and  removal  to  Hospital — every  case  last  year  was  taken  to 
Hospital — where  the  patient  receives  specific  treatment  almost  as 
soon  as  it  could  be  administered  locally,  besides  coming  under  con¬ 
tinuous  professional  observation  and  nursing.  I  think  you  will  agree 
that  this  general  practice  leaves  little  room  for  improvement,  and  is 
justified  bv  re^u'ts  No  death  occurred  last  year,  and  only  one  death 
in  46  cases  the  year  before. 

No  request  for  either  Shick  or  Dick  vaccines  was  made  by 
Medical  Practitioners  practicing  within  the  district. 
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Pathological  and  Bacteriological  specimens  are  submitted  for 
analysis  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  York 
Place,  Manchester,  and  the  nature  and  number  of  specimens  sub¬ 
mitted  during  1937  were  : — Diphtheria  30,  Sputum  21,  Agglutina¬ 
tion  test  1,  Faeces  (typhoid  test)  1,  Milk  27,  Water  13. 

DISINFECTION. 

Houses  are  disinfected  on  removal  of  cases  to  Hospital,  and  on 
recovery  when  treated  at  home.  This  applies  to  cases  of  tubercu¬ 
losis  also,  but  not  to  those  of  measles.  The  method  generally  is  by 
creating,  either  by  spraying  or  burning  candles,  a  strong  concentra¬ 
tion  of  formaldehyde  gas  in  closed  rooms,  when  the  gas  acts  as  a 
powerful  disinfector  upon  the  room  and  its  contents.  Bedding  and 
articles  of  clothing  are  in  this  way  dealt  with.  Steam  disinfection, 
when  it  is  desirable,  can  also  be  carried  out  at  the  depot  in  Stubbins 
Lane.  I  he  number  of  houses  and  contents  disinfected  during  1937 
was  55 

Special  measures  against  rat  infestation  are  taken  annually 
during  tat  week.

1  io\isiona!  treatment  in  the  Hospitals  of  Ramsbottom,  Bury 
and  M .m  .he ^ter  is  available  to  contributors  and  their  dependents 
through  a  fund  based  on  one  penny  per  week  per  contributor. 
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The  Ramsbottom  Cottage  Hospital,  hitherto  containing  9  beds 
and  2  cots,  was  by  the  munificence  of  a  local  generous  donor  and  his 
wife,  considerably  altered  and  extended  during  1937.  An  additional 
ward  for  children  containing  6  beds,  some  of  which  in  emergency 
can  be  used  for  adults  ;  a  new  operating  theatre  ;  alterations  to 
existing  wards,  besides  further  provision  of  bedrooms  &c.  to  accom¬ 
modate  an  increased  nursing  staff  and  for  domestics.  During  the 
execution  of  these  changes  the  Hospital  was  closed  to  in-patients 
from  January  1st  to  late  September,  so  that  the  figures  hereunder 
given,  which  by  permission  of  the  Management  Committee  I  am 
permitted  to  insert,  must  be  regarded  as  applying  to  in-patients  for 
about  three  months  only,  October  to  December.  The  outdoor 
patient  department  continued  as  usual  throughout  the  year.

Children  from  the  Elementary  Schools  within  the  Urban  Area 
are  referred  by  the  County  Educational  Authority  to  this  Hospital 
for  treatment  of  diseased  and  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

DISTRICT  NURSING. 

Two  District  Nurses  are  employed  in  the  Urban  area — one  by 
the  Ramsbottom  Hospital  and  District  Nursing  Association,  and 
one  by  a  voluntary  agency  at  Summerseat.  The  latter  nurse’s  duties 
are  confined  to  Summerseat  and  include  midwifery.  Their  services 
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are  confined  to  non-infectious  diseases,  but  include  pneumonia  and 
complicated  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough.  The  Local 
Authority  is  not  responsible  for  any  district  nursing  arrangements. 

The  School  Clinic,  controlled  by  the  County  Education  Author¬ 
ity’s  Medical  Officer  and  Nurses,  is  situated  in  Bridge  Street,  over 
Martins  Bank  Ltd. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  41  Darbyshire  street,  Kadcliffe, 
is  directed  by  the  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officers, 
and  the  times  of  session  are  as  follows  : — every  Wednesday  at  2-30 
p.m,,  and  every  third  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  6-30  p.m.  Artificial 
light  treatment  is  available  at  this  dispensary,  but  for  radiological 
examinations  patients  are  referred  to  the  Chief  Dipensary  at  Ashton- 
under-Lyne,  which  is  the  centre  for  the  County  Area  No.  3,  and 
embraces  the  Urban  District. 

The  Venereal  Diseases  Dispensary,  also  under  County  direction, 
is  situated  in  The  Wylde,  Bury.  1  he  times  of  session  are  :  for 
males,  I  uesday  and  Thursday  8-30  to  9-30  p.m.,  Friday  6  30  toS-30 
p.m.,  Saturday  10-0  a.m.  to  1-0  p.m.  ;  for  females,  Tuesday  6-30  to 
8-30  p.m.,  Thursday  2-0  to  5-0  p  m.,  Friday  8-30  to  9  30  p  m. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.

MATERNITY. 

I  he  County  Council  being  the  locai  supervising  authority  within 
the  meaning  of  the  principal  Act  (midwives),  after  consultation  with 
the  local  welfare  authorities,  &c.,  has  implemented  the  provisions  of 
Section  1  of  the  Midwives  Act  1936,  by  securing  the  employment  of 
certified  salaried  midwives  as  whole  time  servants  throughout  the 
County  area,  with  the  exception  of  the  four  Municipal  Boroughs, 
Darwen,  Lct.es,  Leigh  a-nd  Streiford.  Two  of  these  midwives  are 
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available  for  duty  in  the  Urban  area.  Another  midwife  is  employed 
by  the  executive  of  a  private  Trust  at  Summerseat,  to  which  place 
her  duties  are  confined.  These  three  midwives  are  considered  to  be 
amply  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  whole  district. 

Maternity  Wards  exist  at  Bury  Infirmary  and  Jericho  Hospital, 
Bury,  and  these  provide  accommodation  for  confinement  to  a  large 
proportion  of  our  expectant  mothers.  Sixty-eight  births  were  trans¬ 
ferred  from  outside  during  1937,  and  by  referring  to  Miss  Snell’s 
statement  details  of  where  they  occurred  will  be  found.  Ante-natal 
and  post-natal  supervision  is  undertaken  at  these  Maternity  Homes. 
Those  to  be  confined  at  home  make  their  own  arrangements  with  the 
family  doctor  and  midwife.  The  Local  Authority  is  prepared  to 
grant  financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  consultants’  fees  in 
approved  cases  when  the  services  of  such  consultants  are  required 
by  the  doctors  attending  difficult  or  complicated  cases  of  confinement, 
and  will  accept  financial  responsibility  for  such  cases  necessitating 
institutional  treatment  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital.  Manchester. 

Case^  of  puerperal  sepsis  are  taken  to  the  Florence  Nightingale 
Fever  Hospital  at  Bury. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  within  the  district  for  unmar¬ 
ried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants  or  homeless  children. 

Miss  Snell  is  the  responsible  officer  for  carrying  out  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Part  1  of  the  Children’s  Act  1908.  This  Act,  which  is  con¬ 
cerned  with  “  Infant  Life  Protection,”  places  the  responsibility  for 
discharging  its  functions  upon  the  Local  Authority,  and  enjoins  upon 
them  the  necessity  of  appointing  an  officer  for  fulfilment  of  its  pro¬ 
visions  One  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the  Act  is  that  in  cases 
of  children  nursed  out  for  hire,  the  Local  Authority  must  be  satisfied 
with  the  circumstances  under  which  the  child  has  to  live. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

The  Centre  in  Stubbins  Lane  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Snell,  who,  with  the  able  assistance  of  a  number  of  lady  volunteers, 
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to  whom  all  possible  praise  and  thanks  are  due,  continues  to  maintain 
its  popularity  and  usefulness.  The  average  attendance  per  session 
for  1937  was  38,  as  compared  with  30  for  the  year  preceding. 

Advice  only  is  given,  and  babies  in  need  of  medical  or  surgical 
attention  are  referred  to  the  parents’  family  doctor. 

The  Summerseat  Centre,  to  which  you  make  an  annual  contri¬ 
bution,  is  run  by  a  private  agency  which  employs  its  own  doctor  and 
nurse.  New  premises  for  assembly  have  added  much  to  its  popu¬ 
larity,  and  the  sessional  attendance  for  1937  had  an  increase  of  10 
per  session  over  that  for  the  year  preceding.  Miss  Snell  attends 
this  Centre  once  a  month.

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  (Extension)  Act  1915,  114  live 
births  and  2  still  births  were  notified,  of  these  65  were  males  and  51 
females;  113  were  notified  by  midwives  and  3  by  doctors.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  63  live  births  and  5  stiil  births  (males  39,  females  29)  were 
transferred  from  other  districts,  i  e  ,  births  taking  place  outside  the 
district  to  mothers  belonging  to  the  district — 37  of  these  occurred 
within  the  maternity  ward  in  Bury  Infirmary,  18  in  the  maternity 
department  of  the  Hospital,  Jericho,  Bury,  6  in  the  Moorlands  Hos¬ 
pital,  Rawtenstall,  2  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  and  5  in 
Private  Nursing  Homes.

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In  accordance  with  the  Local  Authority’s  scheme  for  the  supply 
of  milk,  etc.  (free  or  at  part  cost)  to  necessitous,  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  children,  7,513  pints  of  fresh  milk  and  24  tins 
of  Nestle’s  condensed  milk  were  supplied  free  of  cost,  and  118  pints 
of  fresh  milk  and  11  tins  of  Horlick’s  malted  milk  were  supplied  at 
part  cost.  All  the  cases  are  under  continuous  supervision,  and  all 
the  children,  unless  under  their  own  doctor,  are  required  to  attend 
the  Welfare  Centre. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

232  children,  including  83  which  attended  for  the  first  time, 
made  1,721  attendances  at  the  Centre  in  Stubbins  Lane.  Of  these, 
1,242  were  by  children  under  one  year,  and  479  by  children  between 
one  and  five  years ;  45  sessions  were  held  during  the  year,  which 

gives  an  average  attendance  of  38  per  session.  This  number  is  8 
per  session  more  than  the  preceding  year. 

At  the  Summerseat  Centre,  480  attendances  were  made  at  22 
sessions,  giving  an  average  attendance  of  21  per  session,  an  increase 
of  10  per  session  on  the  preceding  year.  58  %  of  the  infants  born  to 
the  district  during  1937  attended  the  Welfare  Centres. 

CHILDREN’S  ACT  1908.  Part  I. 

During  the  year  one  name  was  added  to  the  Register,  making  a 
total  of  two  children  nursed  out  under  the  above  Act.  One  of  these 
was  removed,  the  child  going  back  to  his  parents,  thus  leaving  one 
only  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

The  main  water  supply  to  the  district  is  by  the  Irwell  Valley 
Water  Board,  on  which  the  Local  Authority  has  two  representatives. 
The  water  is  of  good  quality,  soft,  and  is  plumbo-solvent  on  hot  water 
systems  especially.  The  risk  of  lead  poisoning  from  the  careless 
use  of  water  from  hot  water  systems  by  drinking  or  in  other  culinary 
ways  is  not  negligible — the  recent  case  in  which  the  Water  Board 
was  sued  for  damages  for  lead  poisoning  will  be  present  in  your 
minds.  Bearing  upon  this,  let  me  with  pardonable  vanity,  as  being 
the  first  person  to  put  on  record  the  risks  above  mentioned,  quote 
from  my  first  Annual  Report  to  you  for  the  year  1912  : — 

“One  feature  to  which  I  should  like  to  draw  your  attention 
is  that  when  hot  it  (the  water)  has  a  plumbo-solvent  action 
and  in  houses  having  a  hot  water  system,  the  water  from 
the  hot  taps  contains  a  considerable  quantity  of  lead  (pre¬ 
sumably  dissolved  from  the  pipes)  in  solution.  This  is  not 
an  uncommon  action  of  soft  waters  upon  lead.  In  private 
practice  within  the  last  six  years  I  have  met  with  about  a 
dozen  cases  of  lead  poisoning  of  a  more  or  less  minor  de¬ 
gree,  apparently  all  traceable  to  the  habit  of  using  water 
from  the  hot  taps  for  cooking  purposes,  and  for  filling  the 
kettle  when  in  a  hurry  to  make  tea.” 

I  would  also  like  to  mention  a  noticeable  coincidence  between  the 
recent  case  for  which  the  Water  Board  has  been  held  responsible, 
and  my  cases,  and  that  is  that  they  were  all  inmates  of  public  houses. 
I  have  not  been  able  to  detect  lead  in  water  from  the  cold  water  tap, 
except  in  two  instances,  and  these  were  private  supplies. 

I  he  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  direct  from  the  mains 
1S  4>794-  About  551  houses  scattered  up  and  down  the  Uiban  area 
have  private  supplies  of  some  sort  from  wells  and  springs,  and  as 
some  of  these  are  liable  to  pollution  by  surface  drainage  and  manur¬ 
ing  of  fields,  they  are  a  constant  source  of  anxiety.  The  typhoid  epi¬ 
demic  at  Croydon  is  an  illustration  of  how  simply  a  water  supply  can 
lie  polluted,  and  how  great  may  be  the  consequences  in  loss  of  life, 
seiious  illness  and  disorganisation  of  society.

During  the  year  13  samples  from  some  of  these  private  supplies 
were  submitted  for  analysis,  and  five  of  them  were  found  to  be  un¬ 
satisfactory.  During  the  year  three  houses  and  one  school  were  cut 
oft  from  a  private  supply  and  connected  to  the  Water  Board’s  main. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

This  is  a  combined  system  and  takes  both  sewage  and  surface 
water.  In  addition,  a  considerable  volume  of  trade  waste  and  ground 
water  enter  the  sewers.  The  outflow  is  on  to  the  sewage  works  at 
Summerseat,  where  it  passes  into  settling  tanks,  then  through  sprink¬ 
lers  be.fore  being  discharged  into  the  river  Irwell. 

The  outlying  district  of  Walmersley-cum-Shuttleworth  is  with¬ 
out  a  regular  system  of  drainage,  but  it  is  so  widely  scattered  and  so 
sparsely  populated  that  a  proper  system  of  drainage  is  a  practical 
impossibility. 

For  a  detailed  account  of  collection  and  disposal  of  other  forms 
of  refuse,  see  Mr.  Barlow's  report. 

House  drains  are  tested  by  the  smoke  and  water  tests;  sewers 
are  flushed. 

No  complaint  of  the  pollution  of  the  river  or  streams  was  re¬ 
ceived  at  the  Public  Health  Office  during  the  year. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  local  concession  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke  is  six 
minutes  in  the  hour,  and  no  action  for  contravention  was  taken. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supplies  of  schools  remains 
satisfactory,  excepting  Buckhurst,  which  still  relies  on  primitive 
principles.  Holcombe  School  was  connected  to  the  Water  Board’s 
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FOOD. 


Mr.  Barlow’s  report  on  food  inspection  gives  in  detail  a  list  of 
food-staffs  which  were  condemned  by  him  and  surrendered  for  des¬ 
truction.  No  illness  from  consumption  of  unsound  food  was  reported, 
and  no  cases  for  prosecution  arose  from  exposure  for  sale  of  unsound 
food. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Sixty-seven  dairy  farmers  and  twelve  other  registered  cow- 
keepers,  having  amongst  them  approximately  990  cows,  are  resident 
within  the  district.  Apart  from  cow-keepers,  there  are  a  further 
fourteen  dairymen  or  milk  purveyors.  Periodical  visits  by  Mr. 
Barlow  are  made  to  the  premises  of  these  milk  suppliers  to  secure 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  and  Order,  having  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  conditions  under  which  miik  is  produced  for  sale.  Twenty- 
six  samples  were  taken  for  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  one 
was  found  to  be  positive.  One  sample  was  taken  for  a  bacterial 
count  and  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  licence  was  issued  to 
a  distributor  of  tuberculin  tested  milk.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

1  lie  general  standard  of  housing  is  good,  t  he  houses  are  mostly 
stone  built  (new  houses  brick  built),  and  consist  of  two  rooms  up  and 
two  down,  with  the  usual  conv  eniences.  Rents  are  from  8/6  to  10/6. 
■\  considerable  amount  of  old  property  exists  (approximately  about 
5<>o  houses),  and  these  will  require  to  be  dealt  with  either  by  demoli- 
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tion  or  reconstruction  before  the  township  can  be  said  to  be  slum 
free.  Amongst  this  class  are  about  235  back-to-back  houses,  dwell¬ 
ings  generally  which  are  an  offence  to  hygienic  principles  as  we 
understand  such  to-day. 

OVERCROWDING. 

Fifty-seven  dwellings  within  the  Urban  area  are  overcrowded. 
These  house  58  families  consisting  of  375  persons.  Eight  cases  of 
overcrowding  were  relieved  during  1937.  The  causes  of  overcrowd¬ 
ing  may  be  attributed  to  absence  of  suitable  houses,  but  mainly,  I 
think,  to  inability  to  pay  higher  rents. 

As  regards  shortage  of  houses,  this  is  not  an  easy  matter  to 
determine.  At  present  212  applicants  for  houses  are  on  the  list  kept 
at  the  Council  Offices,  but  many  of  these  applicants,  it  is  known, 
although  living  in  quite  good  houses,  are  in  search  of  a  modern  house 
with  the  additional  conveniences  which  such  houses  possess. 

The  number  of  houses  within  the  area  considered  to  be  without 
an  adequate  internal  water  supply  is  approximately  144,  and  the 
number  of  houses  which  are  without  a  separate  water  closet  and  other 
adequate  sanitary  accommodation  is  approximately  1,472. 

During  the  year  representations  in  regard  to  slum  clearance 
were  made  concerning  ten  areas  comprising  41  houses,  and  five  areas 
comprising  no  houses  were  cleared.  44  houses  to  rehouse  displaced 
tenants  were  in  course  of  erection,  and  a  scheme  for  the  building  of 
240  additional  houses  in  the  Shuttleworth  area  is  in  contemplation. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  you,  and  especially  the 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  for  your  continued 
interest  and  enthusiasm  in  public  health  affairs  ;  also  my  fellow 
officers  for  their  material  help  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

Housing  has  again  loomed  very  prominently  amongst  the  varied 
activities  of  your  Public  Health  Department,  one  of  whose  chief 
duties  is  to  secure  good  housing  accommodation  for  the  people,  and 
the  abolition  of  those  houses  which  are  unfit. 

1  he  need  for  this  crusade  has,  I  think,  been  proved  without 
doubt.  1  trust,  therefore,  that  the  removal  of  one  evil  will  not  result 
in  the  birth  of  another.  I  refer  to  the  leaving  of  cleared  sites  to 
develop  into  nothing  more  than  blots  on  the  landscape,  when  oppor¬ 
tunity  such  as  has  never  before  occurred  presents  itself  for  the 
replanning  of  the  town.

HOUSING. 

This  subject,  which  has  occupied  the  major  portion  of  the  time 
of  your  Health  Department  during  the  past  two  years,  has  received 
unabated  attention  throughout  the  year.  796  inspections  were  carried 
out  for  the  purposes  of  the  Housing  Act.  53  dwelling-houses  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  15  dwelling-houses  were 
found  to  be  not  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation  but  capable 
of  repair. 

Clearance  Areas. 

Representations  were  submitted  in  respect  of  10  clearance  areas 
involving  41  houses.  One  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  concerning 
5  houses  was  held  during  the  year,  and  5  areas  involving  110  houses 
weie  cleared.

Indvidual  Houses. 

Representations  were  submitted  in  respect  of  five  individual 
houses  ui  fit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being  rendered 
fit  at  reasonable  expense,  and  notices  were  served  upon  15  houses 
which  were  found  to  be  not  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation 
but  capable  of  repair. 
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During  the  year  14  back-to-back  houses  were  made  through 
and  71  individually  unfit  houses  were  rendered  fit  by  reconditioning. 
This  work  of  reconditioning  has  included  such  items  as  the  provision 
of  back  doors,  separate  yards,  properly  ventilated  food  stores,  bath 
and  hot  water  installations. 

Disinfestation. 

No  disinfestation  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 
Overcrowding. 

Eight  cases  of  overcrowding,  involving  55  persons,  were  relieved 
during  the  year.  No  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered, 
and  the  number  of  houses  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  the  year  was

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Frequent  visits  are  paid  to  slaughter-houses,  shops  and  food¬ 
preparing  premises  in  an  effort  to  secure  a  wholesome  food  supply. 
As  far  as  possible,  all  meat  is  examined  after  slaughter,  the  only 
difficulty  being  when  slaughtering  is  carried  out  simultaneously  in 
different  parts  of  the  district.

The  slaughter-houses  were  maintained  in  a  fairly  good  condition 
throughout  the  year,  although  one  or  two  of  them  are  not  all  that 
one  would  desire. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  any  illness  having  been  caused  by  the 
consumption  of  unwholesome  food  during  the  year,  and  no  prosecu¬ 
tions  for  the  exposure  for  sale  of  diseased  or  unwholesome  food  were 
necessary. 

The  total  weight  of  food  condemned  was  6,616  lbs.  This  includ¬ 
ed  6  whole  carcases  of  beef,  1  pig,  3  calves,  5  sheep  and  2  lambs. 

The  following  tables  show  (1)  the  number  of  carcases  examined, 
(2)  carcases  and  organs  found  to  be  unfit  for  food,  (3)  weights  of 
carcases  and  organs  found  to  be  unfit  for  food,  and  (4)  percentage  of 
carcases  condemned.

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACT. 


I  again  regret  that,  owing  to  pressure  of  other  matters,  I  have 
been  unable  to  devote  the  amount  of  time  I  should  desire  to  this 
very  important  sphere  of  public  health  activities. 

Twenty-four  inspections  were  made  to  dairy  farms  during  the 
year.  Alterations  involving  the  provision  of  new  floors  and  windows 
have  been  carried  out  to  the  cowsheds  at  three  farms. 

One  additional  farm  has  been  granted  a  licence  by  the  County 
Council  for  the  prcduction  of  Accredited  Milk,  making  the  number 
of  Accredited  Producers  in  the  district  now  three.  In  order  to  obtain 
this  licence  it  is  necessary  that  the  cowsheds  shall  be  well  construct¬ 
ed,  so  that  they  can  be  easily  kept  clean,  well  lighted  and  ventilated  ; 
the  dairy  shall  be  provided  with  a  separate  compartment  for  washing 
the  cans  and  utensils  ;  a  steam  sterilizer  must  be  provided  for  ster¬ 
ilizing  cans  and  bottles,  etc. ;  samples  of  the  milk  which  are  obtained 
quarterly  must  comply  with  the  required  standard  of  cleanliness  and 
be  free  from  tubercle  baciili,  and  the  cattle  must  be  examined 
quarterly  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

The  Accredited  Milk  Scheme  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  big  step 
towards  the  attainment  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  milk  supply,  and  I 
regret  the  apathy  of  the  majority  of  farmers  in  this  district  towards 
the  scheme.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  SUPPLIES. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  of  milk  from  the  Accredited  farms, 
which  as  previously  mentioned  are  obtained  quarterly  and  submitted 
for  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  and  also  sub- 
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jected  to  the  methylene  blue  and  B.  coli  test,  samples  of  all  milk 
supplied  to  school  children  are  obtained  four  times  a  year.  Samples 
are  also  obtained  from  farmers  in  the  course  of  delivery.  The 
examination  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Man¬ 
chester.  Particulars  of  the  number  of  samples  obtained  during  the

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  to  the  district,  which  is  supplied  by  the  Irwell 
Valley  Water  Board,  is  good  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Some 
complaints  were  received,  however,  during  the  drought  of  discolour¬ 
ation,  due  to  the  low  condition  of  the  reservoirs. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were  obtained 
and  submitted  for  examination  during  the  year,  five  of  which  were 
unsatisfactory. 


Three  houses  and  one  school  from  which  unsatisfactory  samples 
had  been  obtained  were  connected  to  the  Water  Board’s  mains.  In 
two  other  cases  from  which  unsatisfactory  samples  had  been  obtained, 
the  houses  have  been  included  in  clearance  areas,  and  the  remaining 
case  is  receiving  attention. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  seven  offensive  trades  in  the  district,  namely:  two 
tripe  boilers,  one  tallow  refinery,  one  size  works,  two  soap  works, 
and  one  gut  scraper.  No  contraventions  of  the  bye-laws  were  found 
during  the  year. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  district,  situated  in 
Paradise  Street.  The  house  has  accommodation  for  96  lodgers,  the 
number  of  beds  now  occupied,  however,  rarely  exceeds  20.  No 
contraventions  of  the  byelaws  were  found  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

Considerable  progress  has  again  been  made  during  the  past  year 
towards  the  abolition  of  insanitary  pail  closets  and  privy  middens. 
There  are,  however,  still  too  many  of  these  insanitary  relics  of  the 
past  in  our  midst,  and  I  would  appeal  to  all  having  these  insanitary 
conveniences  to  help  in  the  improvement  of  the  town  by  their  imme¬ 
diate  conversion  to  fresh  water  closets.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  almost  entirely  carried  out  by  Motor 
Vehicles — two  S.D.  Freighters  being  engaged.  The  exceptions  are 
in  the  Deeply  Vale  area,  where,  owing  to  its  isolated  situation,  the 
scavenging  is  let  out  by  contract  to  a  local  farmer,  and  in  a  small 
portion  of  the  Turn  area,  which  is  impossible  of  access  for  motor 
vehicles.  In  both  these  cases  horses  are  used. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping,  two  tips  being  in  use, 
one  at  Peel  Brow  and  one  at  Miller  Street.
